Marion Loft School Resumes Sessions

A group of eight three-year-olds, clasped to a 
yellow rope like a walking charm bracelet, slinked down 
Front Street in Marion to the nearby playground for their 
final half -hour play session last week as they completed 
their first day of classes at The Loft School. For some, it 
was just another day of fun in the sun. The kids seemed to 
take this monumental day in stride, while their parents 
anxiously watched from just outside the playground's 
fence, looking alternately pleased and proud as their sons 
and daughters embarked on a fifteen-year educational 
adventure. 

Unlike most preschools, The Loft School is a non- 
profit cooperative effort first started by a group of parents 
over 30 years ago in which a small staff of full-time 
teachers is complemented by " guest parents" who assist 
about once a month in the classroom. According to 
Director Jennie Strand, this allows them to either work or 
do shopping and other errands on their off time while 
maintaining a connection to their children and classmates 
periodically.

commitment, just an expression as to whether you'd 
entertain our exploring that. Fm just here tonight to try 
and float the trial balloon. Fm asking you whether or not 
it's worthwhile to pursue. They haven't made any deci- 
sions one way or the other." 

The board questioned whether one clerk/ cashier 
would be running the establishment and what precau- 
tions would be taken to separate alcohol purchases from 
others, especially with underage customers. There would 
also have to be some adjustment in the hours of operation 
with a joint liquor store/ convenience store operation. 

"If you allowed us to do this, we would look into 
what layouts have proved successful," Mr. Mulford said. 

"I'm personally not in favor of mixing the two," 
Selectman Andrews said. "You need to have a physical 
separation between alcoholic and non-alcoholic pur- 
chases, in my opinion. I don't know how you expect one 
cashier to monitor alcoholic purchases." 

"My concern now is we only have one other 
convenience store in town," Chairman Lambalot said. 
"Would other convenience stores then want a liquor 
licenses if we approve this?" 

"I would be concerned that a precedent would be 
established for other convenience stores," agreed Select- 
man Andrews. "We have liquor stores in town ... I just 
would not be in favor of comingling the two operations." 

Mr. Mulford thanked the board for their honest 
assessment and said he would relay this information to 
his clients.

At 7:12 pm the board met with Chairman Cindy 
Johnson and members of the Tax Rate Relief Committee: 
David Westgate, Bill Hall, and Kathy Briggs. 

"I wanted to report on the progress we've made ... 
and some of the things we've been working on over the 
last few months/ 7 Ms. Johnson said. " We've created a 
'stuffer' to be enclosed with the tax bills. We established a 
range of contributions from $5 all the way up to $25 and 
'other/" 

"This gives people an option to contribute money 
to a fund that will be administered by your committee to 
help people with tax relief/' Selectman Denham said. 

"We believe our focus should be on raising 
money to help taxpayers," Ms. Johnson said. "We do need 
to decide what sufficient funds or what the level might be 
before we start disbursement. This presentation was our 
first step. The multitudes will learn about us from this 
meeting. We intend to do a Public Service Announcement 
for cable television. If the timing is appropriate, we'd also 
like to have a few moments on the floor of Town Meeting. 
Looking ahead, our concerns are that it will likely be two 
years before we have a pot from which to draw money. 
Obviously, we're a brand new program ... as we're just 
kicking off this program, there will be significant tax 
increases on the horizon." 

"I'd like to thank you on behalf of the town for 
getting this committee up and running," Selectman 
Andrews said. 

"The tax increases which are coming down in this 
town in the next few years are going to be significant, and 
it's going to be a big issue, especially with some of our 
seniors," added committee member David Westgate. 
"We've really got to try and develop a program which 
makes Mattapoisett affordable for everyone."

provement Steering Committee for events on October 11, 
November 8, and December 6, from 6:00 to 9:00 pm.

skateboard park for the kids/ 7 Selectman Denham said.

• Voted to declare surplus kitchen equipment 
from Old Hammondtown School to be disposed of per a 
recommendation from the School Committee and Select- 
man Andrews. 

• Received a letter from School Superintendent 
William R. Cooper urging the state to approve the instal- 
lation of speed limit reduction signs on Route 6 in the Old 
Hammondtown School area. Selectman Andrews noted 
these signals could be installed, but the town would have 
to bear the cost since the school was not located directly 
on Route 6 like ORR High School. The board said they 
would look into requesting speed limit signals from the 
state.

In a letter from Town Counsel Thomas Crotty, he 
wrote: "The right to take a vacation in a given fiscal year 
accrues on July 1 of that year, regardless of the original 
date of hire. Thus the amount of vacation any individual 
can take will not change in the middle of a fiscal year as it 
would if it were dependent on his anniversary date." 

"One of the reasons that the six-month time frame 
was put in there was because there were people who were 
going to be employed at the wrong time of year," Chair- 
man Ryan added. "No employee has ever gotten vacation 
(and) no one in the Police Department has ever gotten 
vacation in the first year. This would set a precedent." 

"I'm well aware that you get a vacation in the first 
year ... I think (Town Counsel 7 s) letter is a ridiculous 
argument," Officer Small said. "Past practice doesn't 
matter once you establish a new contract." 

"It just appears that we have a difference of 
opinion," Chairman Ryan said. "It's our interpretation. 
That wasn't the intent of the contract." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to deny 
the grievance, meaning the matter would now likely go 
into arbitration. 

At 7:25 pm the board met with Animal Control 
Officer (ACO) Alex Wheeler regarding the licensing of 
dogs and procedures for animal control. 

"In the middle of August, we had 200 (unli- 
censed) dogs in town," Mr. Wheeler said. "We sent out 
notices ... of the 200, about 75 people did not respond. We 
sent out second notices. There are still approximately 30

who haven't responded. At this point Fd like to hang 
(notices) on those remaining homes. State law requires 
that all dogs be licensed through the town. My concern is, 
if these people do not respond, we'll have to go confiscate 
the dogs. Fd like an officer to go with me ... and charge a 
fee for those we have to take." 

The board members agreed that confiscating the 
dogs costs the town money, both in terms of compensat- 
ing the ACOs and boarding the animals. As such, they 
agreed with charging a fee to cover these expenses. 

"Shame on these people who haven't paid the 
small fee to register their animals," said resident Georgia 
Chamberlain. "Maybe they should have their names 
publicized in the newspaper." 

Mr. Wheeler suggested a fee of $75 would cover 
remaining unlicensed dogs which needed to be picked up. 
This fee would be separate from the daily boarding fees 
and late fees incurred from the belated dog license. With 
that, the board unanimously voted to impose a $75 fee as 
per his suggestion and also voted to allow the ACOs to 
coordinate such calls with a police officer present. 

"We are very kind, compared to other towns," 
added Selectman Parker. "We've been very lenient in the 
past. We have not been aggressive at getting dogs licensed 
... I think this year by being more persistent, people are 
realizing they have to do this. In the past, we just kept 
letting it slide." 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon said he and Ms. Lafreniere have been working 
on scheduling the Community Service youths who are 
coming into Town Hall this week to clean out all the 
materials in the downstairs vaults. These files will be 
sorted and then either disposed of, moved to the appro- 
priate department, or returned to the vault. 

Mr. Huntoon also said they will be doing some 
"piecemeal" repair and renovation work on the Town 
Hall, which began with the cleaning and varnishing of the 
floor in the former Council on Aging (COA) office, which 
will now be shared by the Conservation Agent and Health 
Agent.

Trapped. Starring Charlize Theron and Kevin Bacon. 
Directed by Luis Mandoki. Running time: 99 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

Trapped has been gathering dust for a while; like Hearts in 
Atlantis, which came out almost a year ago, it bears a dedication 
to its co-cinematographer, Piotr Sobocinski, who died in early 
2001. One could forgive its leads, Charlize Theron and Kevin 
Bacon, if they were to forget they're even in the movie; one could 
excuse the nation 7 s moviegoers for forgetting it has been released, 
since Trapped wasn't screened for critics and thus has no advance 
reviews in its favor. This all screams "turkey," yet Trapped is fairly 
decent for what it is — a high-strung contraption, or, as Bacon's 
character describes the situation, "a machine that runs on fear." 

I assume one of the reasons for the film's delay was to 
distance it as much as possible from Panic Room, another 
claustrophobic thriller whose tension depends on an asthmatic 
child under duress (Signs also cashed in on this sparkly new 
cliche; can we now retire it, please?). The wheezing toddler here 
is Abby Jennings (Dakota Fanning), who could hardly be cuter; 
she takes after her mom Karen (Theron), though she may have 
inherited some of her pixieish fragility from her dad Will, played 
by Stuart Townsend in another performance (after Queen of the 
Damned) that makes you thank God, or whoever' s responsible, 
that Townsend didn't end up playing Aragorn in The Lord of the 
Rings as planned. Townsend looks like Hugh Jackman after 
several years of liquid dieting, yet here he's supposed to be 
convincing as a brilliant doctor, a pilot, and a challenging foe for 
Courtney Love. 

Ah. Yes. Courtney Love is in this, and I had my doubts about 
her gracing such a conventional thriller; such qualms were 
banished the first moment I saw her running her femme fatale 
number on the blinking Dr. Will, who simply wants to get back to 
his hotel room and isn't prepared to confront Courtney Love, but 
then who is? Courtney, we soon learn, is in cahoots with Joe 
(Bacon) and Marvin (Pruitt Taylor Vince, he of the jiggly eyeballs); 
they have kidnapped four previous children with success and 




without harm done, and they plan to make Abby number five. 
The movie becomes a series of pair-offs: Joe holding Karen at her 
home, using every ounce of the patented Kevin Bacon oily 
menace to keep her on the agenda; Marvin watching cartoons at 
a cabin with Abby; and good old Courtney waving a big 
suppressed gun around or taking a bath, both of which seem to 
hold equal terror for the waifish Dr. Will. 

I don't mind admitting that the movie, for me, became about 
Courtney Love. That's the effect she has; on screen as onstage or 
on disc, she insists on your attention whether you love her or 
loathe her. Her finest moment here is absolutely immobile: Dr. 
Will gets the drop on her and injects her with some paralyzing 
(non-fatal) agent, and can you imagine Courtney Love required 
to stay completely still? I couldn't either, and it's not a pretty 
sight. We're encouraged to see the kidnappers as a dark mirror 
image of Karen and Dr. Will, but for Stuart Townsend to compete 
with Kevin Bacon would mean bundling Bacon up in a laundry 
bag; and Charlize Theron can cringe and sob with the best of 
them, which would be impressive if she hadn't done it to a fare- 
thee-well in Devil's Advocate and The Astronaut's Wife. 

Trapped can perhaps only work as a low-expectation late- 
September outing (or a cheap rental), but I'm glad I picked it over, 
say, Ballistic: Ecks Vs. Sever or the mother-daughter duel of Goldie 
Hawn in The Banger Sisters and Kate Hudson in The Four Feathers 
(what cruel studio head scheduled that celebrity deathmatch?). 
Again, for what it is, it's acceptably entertaining, but I very likely 
wouldn't have enjoyed it as much without its wild card: For those 
who always wanted to see Courtney Love involved in a highway 
car chase featuring a plane and a lumber truck, this is your movie.
